“MOUNT. DAVIS 
REFUGEES 


The fight between. refugee 
Nationalist soldiers and local 
trade unionists at the Mount 
Davis camp on _ Sunday 
merits strict investigation by 
the authorities concerned, 
and the arrest and punish- 
ment of those who instigated 
it. It is the sort of thing 
that ought not to be allowed 
to happen again. Nokody 
relishes the presence of these 
thousands of people, least of 
all those who live near by, 
but in all fairness it must 
be said that they have given 
surprisingly little — trouble. 
Most of them come from the 
North, and in conversation 
with some of them we have 
foupnd them friendly and 
polite. 

On the face of it, the in- 
cident looks like a case of 
gross provocation by trade 
unionists out on the spree. 
So far as we know there had 
been no trouble of any sort, 
in spite of the appalling 
conditions under which these 
refugees live, until the labour 
union members came along. 
The fact that some of them 
belonged to Government 
workers’ unions makes an of- 
ficial enquiry all the more 
necessary. We must say we 
sympathise with the re- 
fugee soldier who said to a 
representative of this paper: 
“We are‘down and out, if you 
want to say that; but if these 
people come here to demon- 
strate before us» and de- 
liberately provoke us into a 
fight, we have no choice.” - 

The ‘political opinions of 


‘the two .parties are of con- 


cerh to them alone, They do 
not influence us one way or 
the other. But we are con- 
cerned with the maintenance 
of law and order and the 
-insistence—on-certain—stand- 
ards of conduct necessary 
thereto. It is detestable and 
despicable to kick men when 
they are down, and to taunt 
and provoke hapless people 
living in circumstances ‘in- 
ferior to the cattle across the 
valley a few hundred yards 
away. ; ' 
The People's Government 
in Peking have set in this 
respect a pretty good exam- 
ple which local _ stalwar 
would do well to follow. 
have exposed themselves to 
plenty of criticism about many. 
things, and the recent rever- 
sal of policies all along the 
line proclaims the justice of 
that criticism. But the treat- 
ment of their {cllow-citizens 
who were on the other side 
in the civil war has not been 
a subject of criticism. Indeed, 
they have been fair and even 
magnanimous to the troops 
who were captured or. sur- 
rendered. They have been 
embodied in the army and 
so far as we know there has 
been no discrimination. Nor 
were they disbanded and 
left to fend for themselves. 
The worst they had to’ face 
‘was. indoctrination, and. it 
certainly didn’t fake the’ pro- 
vacative forms adopted ‘here 
by the pro-Communist youths. 
“The public would also likd 
to.have a little more Ught on 
why it is all these people 
have been left in such sur- 
roundings so long. The 
problem seems . to .. have 
left too -long ih 
purely private hands.- More

The fear of war in Europe 
comes and goes in waves. At 
ithe: beginning of the year it 
khad = receded strikingly. 
About Easter there was a 
new burst of anxiety; it 
seems to hhve. begun in 
Paris, and it rose out of 
alarming reports of the ex- 
tent and-speed of Russian 
rearmament. Recently, and 
for no particular reason, the 
tension has lessened again. 


For preserving: peace, it Is of 
great Importance that people 
should) believe that. peace—even 
in uneasy, © bitter, preearious 
peace—is a practical possibility, 
{f elther the Russlnn Government, 
or an Influentin) part of the 
American or British — public, 
should becane really convineed 
that war In the long run was In- 
wvitable, then the danger of Its 
early outbreak would be very 
much sharpened. Thinking that 
war sooner or later was certain, 
the one side or the other would 
concentrate on choosing the 
moment most favourable to Itself 
for its outbreaks. 

It is ensy to imagine elrcum- 
stances—n_trivinl incldent, a 
minor crisis — in which neither 
side would normally have thought 
of war, but In which one side, 
out of very, despair and the fear of 
the future, took the fatal plunge, 


Parallels 


One of the factors prompting 
on the Western side this perilous 
belicf that war is inevitable fs the. 
habit, — of drawing Parallels 
between the events which Ied up 
to Hitler's war and the events of 
today, 5 

‘Certainly it is tempting to make 
the comparison, In some ways 
Stalin is as menacing as Hitler, 
as tenacious, and even more for- 
‘midable. It is a natural tendency 
fo see in all his acts the counter- 
parts of Hitler’s. 

“He has reached the stage of 
Hitler in 1936." “ This Is for him 
what the Anschluss was for Hit- 
ler.” “ We are drawing near the 
Munich period.” It is these 
phrases which suggest a corres- 
pondence between Hitler’s som- 
-nambulist walk to war and Sta- 
lin'’s more calculating, less emo- 
Honal progress in the.same direc~ 
tion. 

It ls a good thing to learn from 
history. Ond of the lessons of 
Munich was that appeasement 
docs not pay. Appeasement in 
any case is a bad thing. Yet it 
would be very unfortunate If, 
in trying to ‘learn the lessons of 
1939, we--misread the realities of 
1950, ‘It would be’ ironical and 
dangerous if we insisted on, ap- 
plying in 1950 the mensures which 


would have been appropriate be- 
fore 1939 but which do not ‘fit 
1950 at all. 


Does Russian aggression differ 
in any major respect from Hit- 
ler’s? To answer this question Is 
u kind of gamble.

Modern Russia, in spite of re- 
volution, is in sane respecis— 
especially in all that concerns 
torelgn—-policy-—- extraordinarily.

It is’ consistently 
aggressive, Anything llke friendly 
co-operation with Russian ts ex- 
tremely diMecult. It will exploit 
every chance weakness in the In- 
ternational situatlon in order to 
expand its authority, But it 
denies to do this without war, It 
will not make ao gamble war. It 
goes’ to war either when it feels 
itself cornered and with its back 


to the wall — as in 19114 — or} 


when it has drastically miscalcul- 
ated the strength of its opponent 
—as it did with Japan in 1904. 
To this extent, the position 
today is really different from 
what It was in the years before
